to Barton where he was leading citizen for over 20 years, serving 
as the town's first moderator, first mill owner, tavern keeper, 
surveyor and pound keeper. In 1815 he sold his Barton holdings 
and removed to Candor, Ne Ye where he remained ebout u yeas Vhen 
his restless pionvering spirit drove him frurthur westward to south- 
ern Ohio. He settled on Leatherwood Creek in the new county of 
Lawrence.
